DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Responsive to tine amendment filed 6 July 2009, claim 8 is amended. Claims 1- 
12 are currently under examination. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

2. Responsive to the amendment filed 6 July 2009, the previous grounds of 
rejection are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed 6 July 2009, with respect to Yamaguchi in view of 
Tamehiro have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-12 
has been withdrawn. In particular, the examiner agrees that the process of Tamehiro 
would have destroyed the martensitic structure of Yamaguchi, an important feature of 
that steel. Also, the examiner agrees that Tamehiro teaches that manganese in 
amounts greater than the instantly claimed range is necessary to impart the described 
properties (see col. 8).

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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
finds that the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest a steel with the claimed 
composition and microstructure. Yamaguchi teaches a steel with overlapping 
composition, but a martensitic microstructure, and does not limit the amounts of ferrite. 
Tamehiro teaches an overlapping microstructure, but teaches that the composition 
outside the claimed range is essential to the invention. Other exemplary prior art, such 
as US Patents 6,328,826 and 4,407,680 teach steels with a ferritic matrix. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
